DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to appeal brief received on 03/17/04. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 - 1 4, 1 6 - 26, 28 - 34 and 36 - 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 2 
- 14, 16 - 26, 28 - 34 and 36-41 the prior art fails to show a spaced apart transmitting 
antenna and receiving antenna pair to irradiate the material with electromagnetic energy 
using at least two frequencies on the inside of the cylindrical enclosure. This feature 
taken together with the other limitations of the claims renders the claims allowable over 
the prior art. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
